The stark realism of the stamp 
design depicts the covered wagon 
in the the center, with Mt. Hood to 
the right. The terrain slopes to 
the left, or west, meeting the 
Pacific Ocean. The appearance is 
quite suggestive of the 1947 com- 
mem noting the centenary of the 
settlement of Utah, and rather 
more static. 

In the upper portion of the de- 
sign, in dark Gothic lettering ar- 
ranged in two lines, is ‘‘Oregon 
Statehood 41859 1959’’. In the sky, 
to the wagon’s left, is a white star, 
symbolizing statehood, while across 
the bottom, in white Gothic letter- 
ing against a solid background, is 
“U. S. Postage 4 Cents’’. 

The new stamp, measuring 0.84 
by 1.44 inches, arranged horizontal- 
ly, will be printed in a blue green 
color in panes of 50, electric-eye 
perforated and printed by the ro- 
tary process. An initial printing 
of 120,000,000 has been authorized. 

Collectors desiring first day can- 
cellations may send addressed en- 
velopes to the postmaster, Astoria, 
Ore. with remittances to cover the 
cost of the stamps to be affixed.

Oregon is one of the three ‘‘West 
Coast’”’ states, the others being 
California to the south and Wash- 
ington to the north. It was named 
for its greatest river, now the Co- 
lumbia, which was 
Ouragan by the Indians. 

In area it ranks ninth, having 
96,315 square miles. Its first ex- 
plorers landed in 1788, from a boat 
commanded by Robert Gray of 
Boston. The first actual settlement 
was at Astoria, by John Jacob 
Astor’s fur trading company, in 
1811. By 1848 Oregon was made 
a territory, and eleven years later 
it became a state. Its first capital 
was Oregon City, and later Salem. 

It is interesting to note that the 
Oregon Trail stretched across the 
country for roughly 2000 miles. It 
began at Independence, Mo., cross- 
ed the Rocky Mountains, and ended 
at what is now Vancouver, in the 
state of Washington. Its beginnings 
were blazed by Indians and fur | 
trappers. The first explorer to} 
travel over the whole length of it 
is believed to have been Nathaniel 
J. Wyeth, in 1832.

Aerophilately today is both accepted and recognized as one of the 
major fields in the entire realm of stamp and cover collecting. The writer 
as one of those who became fascinated by the collection of airmail stamps 
and covers while it was still in its early stages, was reluctant to under- 
take an article for this special edition of Linn’s Wekly Stamp News 
with only an assignment from Editor-in-Chief Eisendrath to ‘“‘write about 





air mails’. 

However, with free rein, he has 
chosen to call upon his recollec- 
tions from over 35 years of active 
association with aerophilately, to- 
gether with his reference to the 
pages of ‘‘The Airpost Journal’ 
which has just concluded its 27th

and also recognition of some of the 
individuals who have made valuable 
contributions to the progress and 
stability of aerophilately as it is to- 
day.

Suffice it to write here, that basi- 
cally recognized as true airmail 
stamp and cover collecting, are on- 
ly such stamps and covers as re- 
flect a direct connection with the 
use of aerial transportation as a 
means of developing and recording 
the progress and growth of our air- 
mail system throughout the world.

True, there are many kindred 
forms of collecting which interest 
certain collectors, but these so-called 
sidelines should always be collected 
with full knowledge that in all likeli- 
hood these items will never attain 
recognition as having catalogable 
status. , 

_While the widespread use of the 
air as a manner of transporting 
mail is a creation of the 20th Cen- 
tury, recognized today as the earliest 
form of air transportation are the 
balloon and the pigeon. In the 
collectable category, the most 
prominent are known as the Bal- 
loon Posts of the Siege of Paris, 
1870-71, 

In all 55 balloons were released 
carrying mail. About two and half 
million letters were dispatched as 
well as 238 passengers, 361 pigeons 
and 5 dogs. With the exception of 
three balloons captured by the en- 
emy and two lost at sea, all safe- 
ly landed in friendly territory. 

The collectible items in any bal- 
loon post collection from the Siege 
of Paris include different dates of 
the siege, different balloon ascen- 
sions, letters with different stamps 
and combinations, letters addressed 
to foreign countries, different forms 
used, Letter-Journals, journals and 
news sheets, and cancellations of 
Paris, sub-offices and suburban, 
both intra and extra muros. 

Also there are military cancella- 
tions and postmarks, mail entrusted 
to aeronauts or their passengers, 
unpaid and insufficiently paid let- 
ters, and letters addressed to prison- 
ers of war. 

For many years the foremost col- 
lectors of balloon posts have been 
Theodore Champion and L. A. Chain- 
trier of France and George W. An- 
gers, of Springfield, Mass. Mr. An- 
gers’ collection of balloon posts to- 
gether with his very rare collection 
of pigeon pellicules has won many 
high awards in international and na- 
tional exhibitions. 

An epochal date is December 17, 
1903 when the Wright Brothers, Wil- 
bur and Orville startled the world 
by lifting a heavier-than-air, self- 
propelled machine off the sand at

Another Way Of Beating The Law 


In our investigation of the counterfeit UN Precancels we have already 
obtained a lot of information that was not previously available to us. A 
bit later we will write this story again. However we have run into a sit- 
uation that is laughable and ridiculous to say the least. We well remem- 
ber that when the UN was first set up that we read some sort of a lot of 
rules and regulations that we believed tied in the UN Postal Administra- 
tion with that of the United Statés in many ways and we have been un- 
der the opinion that any violation of the UN Administration would be 
equivalent to an offense against the U. S. Post Office Department. 


We do know that VU. S. Post Office Inspectors look into UN affairs to 
the extent that they are investigating these counterfeits, but that seems 
to be the end of the line as far as they are concerned. 

We are told that the laws protecting United States stamps do not 
apply to UN stamps. Then we asked how about foreign stamps, our laws 

. also forbid tampering with them. To this the Postal Inspector said that 
the UN is not a foreign government, so with the U.S. blocked out and the 
Foreign blocked out, there seems to be no law that protects the UN 
stamps from manipulation or from being counterfeited. Sure sounds silly, 
doesn’t it? 

The Postal Inspectors seem to feel that they are stymied here. I want 
to suggest however that since the Inspectors know, and many other people 
know, the source of these counterfeits that the man can and should be 
picked up for fraud through the U. S. Mails. They could certainly make 
be stand up and if not it is high time to dispense with inspectors en- 
irely. 

The man who promoted the sale of these stamps has been known to

The tiny crack 
at this joint takes ink just like the 
incised lines in the printing plate, 
and prints just like they do. 


The sheets of four post office size 
panes are generally cut apart right 
along that line which is why you 
do not always find it on your pane. 
Sometimes the cut is right on the 
line, other times one side or the 
other. In any event it is not there 
as a guide — it is a by-product of 
the printing operation.

Many countries in South America, 
Europe and Asia have internal flight 
systems which give postal markings 
to all mail carried via first flights. 

We can report that Germany (East 
and West), Australia, New Zealand, 
Japan, Austria, Argentina, and 
many more, tend to aid the first 
flight collector with special cancels 
or cachets. 

Our U. S. first flights are very 
easy to obtain. In fact, many a child 
of 10 years or so has written us 
about some ‘‘gem’’ he has received 
via his own effort. Merely watch fhe 
philatelic press as well as the travel 
section of your local newspaper. 
Facts pertaining to new routes and 
craft are always news. 

Use best quality envelopes on all 
covers for your collection. Submit 
your cover(s) to the postmaster of 
the announced dispatch city. Covers 
should be addressed to yourself or 
the person you desire to receive the 
item. Franking should always be 
the best obtainable—commemora- 
tives. 

A space for the cachet should be 
kept on the left side of the envelope, 
with the address well over in the 
lower right-hand corner. The airmail 
rate must be used for the franking 
Most U.S. FF’s are backstamped 
at destination. This is a most vital 
part of a flight cover as through this 
postal marking the speed of dis- 
patch is revealed as well as the 
historical facts of the flight. Al- 
ways remember to mention on the 
outer wrapper in which you mail 
your envelopes to the postmaster 
that it is “‘philatelic first flight 
mail’ as this will aid the post- 
master to channel it to the proper 
section. 

Foreign flights (FAM’s) are han- 
dled in the same way. It must be 
remembered that foreign airmail va- 
ries as to rates. Therefore ask your 
local postmaster for rates to various 
countries. via airmail in order that 
your covers may be franked with 
the proper” rate. 

Some FAM firsts take a bit longer 
to be returned as in many cases they 
are returned via surface mail, as 
the postage pays only to the des- 
tination without provision for return 
airmail fee. We can report that some 
FAM’s do come back pronto via 
airmail but such service is always a 
courtesy of the carrier. 

We touched a bit on the franking— 
yes, always use the best possible in 
postage for both FAM and CAM 
covers. Some dealers (the old 
school) still feel a flight cover is 
valued merely by the adhesives it 
contains. 
This in our opinion is a gross error 
as there is great history found 
amongst the souvenir flight items 
which many collectors of today pos- 
sess. In fact, this is history in its 
purest form for the actual postal 
marking tells a story which in many 
cases only the pilot knows in full. 
Readers ask about semiofficial air- 
mail stamps which they can not find 
in the regular catalogs of the world. 
Obtain all of this material you can, 
as much of it is elusive, valuable 
property. There is one good phila- 
telic guide for it; a stamped, 
addressed envelope to the writer 
within 10 days of this issue of Linn’s 
will bring you the name of this pub- 
lication. 

Airport dedications are historical 
events. These items too receive ca- 
chets in many instances. It must 
be remembered that this type of 
cover must be a flown item, that is, 
a cover bearing the airmail rate 
in use at the time of the dedication. 
An envelope with a dedication ca- 
chet which has the surface mail 
rate does not come within the scope

“flown’”’ rate as we know not many 
postal authorities will permit sur- 
face rates to be flown airmail. 

Several readers have asked, ‘“‘How 
can I obtain ALL first flights?’’ We 
ean only say that obtaining all the 
new issues of the world is tame as 
compared to obtaining “‘all’’ first 
flights. There are almost countless 
first or special flights taking place 
daily in all parts of the globe. It 
would cost a fantastic amount of 
noney to obtain even a fraction of 
them. 

The cryptic fact is that a first 
from one country to another may be 
repeated by many lines. For exam- 
ple, the infant country of Israel had 
FF’s to New York in 1950 (El Al), 
1954 (TWA), 1957 (Air France), and 
1957 (TWA), and still 1957, (El Al). 
In fact, this is not a complete list- 
ing. 

Readers must remember that a 
line can carry first flight mail when 





it. uses a new type of plane, or per-

haps when a new route is sched- 
uled with a leg in a city which al- 
ready has been covered: Or, a line 
may carry a “VIP” (Prince, King, 
State Department official) many, 
many times to a given city on va- 
rious dates — all of this material is 
subject to philatelic treatment. 
when a collector shows you a 
FF from one city to another always 
remember the fact that many dates 
before as well as many dates after 
could see a first to the same point 
via various other lines, type of craft, 
or occasion. Some countries as the 
. S., Japan and Germany even 
had special firsts in the past on 
“night flights’, however, these 
items truly are not of great phila- 
telic importance. 


Also, lines operate via a timeta- 
ble. In some cases when they change 
a timetable along comes a new set 
of first flights. Again, many prewar 
covers (World War II) have sister 
first flights which came into being 
when the line began operation after 
the war. 

This phase of flight collecting has 
puzzled many-collectors but it must 
be remembered that many lines use 
flight covers merely as_ publicity 
promotion for their routes, souve-

Jet Covers H 


Fascination All Their Own

This fascinating field of airmail 
cover collecting is still young, still 
at the beginning stage. Almost its 
entire life lies in the future, al- 
though there has already been re- 
corded enough early history to af- 
ford a starting point and to permit 
some research and the making of 
some discoveries. 

The dream of flying goes back 
centuries; the first flight of man 
came only 175 years ago. Power 
flight has just notched its 55th year 
marker, while jets—one with a 
prophetic ear will hear above all 
other sounds on New Year’s Eve 
the scream of tomorrow’s world of 
jets as they usher in their own 
reign. Now, then, is the moment 
to begin a collection of covers to 
record this new phase of the world’s 
progress. 

The first flight by a man-carry- 
ing aeroplane powered by jet reac- 
tion took place September 30, 1929 
near Frankfurt-am-Main Germany 
when Fritz von Opel made a con- 
trolled flight of some 2000 yards in 
a glider powered by a series of 
solid propellant rocket motors. The 
first flight by a turbine-driven aero- 
plane were made August 24, 1939 
when Capt. Erich Warsitz flew the 
Heinkel He 178. The first real flight 
after this short hop took place 
three days later. 
In April 1941 Fritz Schaefer flew 
in the He 280 VI, the world’s first 
jet fighter. Collectors must wonder 
whether from any of these war-time 
jets and jet flights, anyone has ever 
found any flown covers from any of 
Germany’s jet planes. 
In 1927 it was a_ wonderful 
achievement to fly the Atlantic with 
just the pilot and a co-pilot. Now, 
October 21, 1958 the Pan American 
Jet Clipper ‘‘Mayflower’’ flew from 
New York’s International Airport 
to Paris with 103 passengers and 
back with 114, besides the crew. 
Certainly the Wright Brothers start- 
ed something in their little ‘“‘Wright 
Flyer” way back at Kitty Hawk in 
1903! 

It is a toss-up as to which field of 
jet cover collecting is of most in- 
terest. There are so many types 
of jet covers now that already any 
one of them is enough to keep an 
interested collector busy all the 
time he can spare. 

First of all there are the military 
jets and the commercial jet air- 
craft. There are flights and covers 
from the very first test hop at the 
company field, later test flights, 
flights by the military pilots, cross 
country flights, trans-oceanic flights, 
proving flights, around the globe 
and over the Pole jaunts. Combat 
missions were made against the 
enemy in Korea plus commercial 
flights from any particular country 
that uses jets. 

One can imagine the thrill of re- 
ceiving a jet cover ‘that the pilot 
marked as flown on a new speed 
record, a new altitude record or a 
new first flight by a commercial 
airline! Trips across the Atlantic 
both ways are common even in one 
day, or around the perimeter of the 
U.S. in 18 hours — one day’s time 
by a Lockheed “Jet Star’’.

From these early Comet 1 flights 
these are about 200 covers with 
company or post office cachets. 
These were from all the first flights 
and from some’ crash covers re- 
covered from the wrecks. These are 
quite rare. 

Russia’s Aeroflot has been flying 
the TU-104 jet transports all over 
Europe, with some trips to this 
country and Canada. With our own 
Boeing 707 jets, Douglas DC-8’s and 
still others to come off the lines, the 
West is coming into its own, provid- 
ing fast and safe service to the fly- 
ing public. Soon these commercial 
jet planes which now fly at 650 
miles per hour will exceed sound 
and fly at 1000 miles per hour. Then 
we will race the earth, flying as 
fast as it spins on its axis. 

While the early years of jet flights 
are still clouded in the secrecy of 
the war years, members of the 
American Air Mail Society find 
much that appeals to them in the 
flown jet cover. More than any 
other type of flown item it well rep- 
resents this age of speed, with all 
of man’s science and dreams com- 
bined into the compact engines and 
shape of the jet planes. 

The first officially flown jet mail 
came from Italy 17 years ago, No- 
vember 1941 on the CC-2. Not much 
else seems to have turned up dur- 
ing World War II that was flown on 
a jet plane, but after the war, col- 
lectors found covers being flown on 
our jets as well as those from En- 
gland. 

The public had heard little about 
jets until after the war, so it was 
an entirely new field for collectors. 
At first it was enough if the pilot 
marked the cover as ‘flown on a 
jet plane’’, but today the collector 
wants to know the type of jet 
plane, the route it flew, and wheth- 
er the flight had any special his- 
torical importance. 

With jet covers one is no longer 
the ‘‘passive’’ collector who sends 
for a cachet by the post office or 
dealer, or who asks the postmas- 
ter for a first day postmark. In jets 
the collector sees action. He 
makes the cachet himself and de- 
signs it so the pilot can write in 
the data needed to tell the story. 
Jet covers need no further write- 
ups, as the data written in by the 
pilot tell the full story. If the event 
hits the front page the collector 
merely add the clipping—and there 
is the full story with the cover. 
Where does one send the covers, 
and find out about the planes, the 
new ones coming up, the old ones 
in service? The daily press and the 
aviation magazines like “FLIGHT” 
and ‘“‘The Aeroplane’’ from London 
are prime sources of information, 
photos and jet stories. 

With the data there, it is easy to 
prepare covers to send to the pilot 
or company with a request that 
they be flown and written up. by 
the jet pilot. Usually the pilot-sign- 
ed jet cover is mailed at the end of 
the flight; this may be weeks or 
even months later due to military 
security. 

Sometimes weeks and even 
months may pass but when the cov- 
ers do come in, say from the B-52 
jet bomber that dropped the first 
H-bomb in the Pacific, what an his- 
toric treasure! Losses are great 
but ihey have to be expected when 
we must anticipate future flights 
without benefit of official statements 


flight covers. It takes a lot of do- 
ing to be a real jet cover collector. 

From the start of commercial jet 
mails in 1952 to date we have no 
more than a few hundred officially 
flown jet covers, but with these fine 
pilot-signed jet covers from nearly 
every country that flies jets, we 
have thousands of prize items to 
add to our albums. 

As mentioned, these are some in- 
teresting types or fields of jet cov- 
ers a collector might like to try, 
say the first jet covers flown over 
Aantarctica, jet test flight covers, 
or by teams of aerobatic jet pilots, 
such as our own “Blue Angels’’, 
“Sky Blazers”, ‘“‘Thunderbirds’’, and 
the RAF’s ‘‘Treble One’ team of 21 
pilots who fly in unison. Count 
them—21! : 


Suggested fields of jet cover col- 
lecting include: 

1—The officially cacheted jet cov- 
ers from the U. S. Canada, Italy, 
France, Czechoslovakia, and Cuba. 

2—Company covers issued to note 
their new plane’s first or spe- 
cial flight. These are for VIP’s 
mostly but still obtainable—some- 
how and somewhere. These were 
issued by BOAC, Air France, UAT, 
South African Airways, and by 
Pan American on the new Jet Clip- 
per flight to and from Paris on Oc- 
tober 26-27, 1958. Often the Post Of- 
fice adds its own cachet to the of- 
ficial covers as well. 
3—Military jet covers, flown on 
first or other test flights, on active 
service or training flights or on 
combat flights from both land and 
carrier bases during the Korean 
War. Here we never ask the pilot 
to fly more than five covers; it is 
an imposition to ask him to write 
up more. 

Be sure to explain your wishes 
clearly and don’t try to break or

A complete collection of the air- 
mail stamps of the world perhaps 
never did or never will exist, but 
a truly representative and _histori- 
cally interesting collection of such 
stamps can be assembled and writ- 
ten up by the average collector pos- 
sessed of imagination and patience. 
Such a collection would consist of 
one copy of the first airmail stamp 
to be issued by each country in the 
world. 

Chronologically such a collection 
would start in 1917 and run down to 
the present year 1958: Historically, 
such a collection would depict the 
growth, history, ana progress of 
aviation as well as the development 
of the world’s airmail services. Phil- 
atelically, at first glance, the prob- 
lem and expense of obtaining the 
first air mail stamp from each 
country, in effect the aerial classic 
of a given country, would seem to 
be discouraging to the average col- 
lector. 

A quick survey of Scott’s or Sa- 
nabria’s catalog, however, will indi- 
cate that 40 years of airmail stamps 
can be collected for a very nominal 
sum if but one copy of each coun- 
try’s first issue is collected. For 
the purpose of statistics and to il- 
lustrate the collecting possibilities 
of the first airmail issues, catalog 
values from Scott’s Catalogue were 
used with occasional references to 
the specialized Sanabria Air Post 
Catalogue. 

Scott identifies most of the first 
airmail stamps by country, by the 
classification C1, however, the Cl 
issue of a given country is not al- 
ways the very first airmail stamp 
issued. Hence, this C1 designation 
by Scott is not always accurate 
chronologically speaking. The best 
ease in point is the first United 
States airmail stamp, the 24c red 
and blue of 1918 which Scott lists as 
USA C3. 

The Cl and C2 designations are 
given to the 6c and 16c stamps of 
the same design which were issued 
six and two months after the 24c 
first issue respectively. 

The very first airmail stamps of 
the following countries bear the fol- 
lowing designators and actually con- 
stitute the first airmails of the re- 
spective countries and should be in- 
cluded in any collection of ‘‘first air- 
mails’’! 

USA C3, Canal Zone C2, India C2, 
Ireland C2, Haiti C2, Nicaragua C2, 
Salvador C3, Bulgaria C4, China 
(Sinkiang Issue) C3, French Moroc- 
co C4, Luxembourg C2, Liberia C3, 
and Switzerland C2. Specialists may 
spot a few more to add to this list. 
In most instances Sanabria’s No. 1 
designation is also correct as a 
country’s first airmail issue, but 
there are exceptions to this designa- 
tion as well. 

For compilation purposes the first 
airmail stamps of 165 different 
countries or governments have been 
used as a basis. Excluded have 
been such controversial countries, 
issues, or geographical oddities as 
Indonesia, Tannou Touva, Lundy Is- 
land, obscure occupational zones of 
World War II, and some of the off- 
shore islands and districts produc- 
ing philatelic wallpaper during the 
1936-1937 Spanish Civil War. Also 
excluded are ‘‘Air Fee’’ or airmail 
stamps issued by private airlines, 
so called ‘‘semiofficial’’ issues or 
out and out ‘‘phantom” airmails 
from the South Moluccas or self- 
styled Governments-In-Exile. Most 
of these are not listed by the Scott 
Catalog, while .the Sanabria listing 
does include semiofficial airmail 
stamps as well as many others with 
aviation designs which are not spe- 
cifically intended for airmail usage. 
Of the 165 ‘“‘first’’ air mail issues 
by country, 1917-1957, the catalog 
values are listed as follows, based 
on single used copies:

can be amassed by collecting 155 
of the 165 stamps available—and all 
155 catalog $10 or less each. Of the 
first airmails by country, 65% cata- 
log 50c or less per copy! Such a 
field has infinite possibilities for the 
true collector. , 

For my personal collection of No. 
C1 stamps of the world I use a sin- 
gle blank quadrille album page for 
each country. On it I mount a used 
single of the C1 stamp, the name of 
the country, the date the stamp was 
issued, pertinent data regarding the 
airmail usage or route specified for 
the stamp, and a flown cover show- 
ing the adhesive correctly used. 

Flown covers of the world using 
No. C1 stamps are infinitely more 
difficult to obtain than copies of the 
mint or used stamps, but the end 
result is a compact collection of air- 
mail stamps and covers depicting 
the growth of the service from 1917 
to 1957. 

In ten years of serious collecting 
and culling of thousands of covers 
it can be reported that properly 
used airmail covers franked with C1 
issues of the following countries are 
difficult to obtain, yet most of them 
are but of slight catalog value: 

All covers from the French Colo- 
nies, Italian Colonies, Portugese 
Colonies, Spanish Colonies, and Ci- 
licia, Czechoslavokia, Estonia, 
Ethiopia, Greece, Memel, Mexico, 


Monaco, Mozambique, Peru, Po- 
land, Russia, San Marino, and 
Sudan. 


For the record, the true rarities 
of the first airmail issues are listed, 
along with their catalog values: 
Colombia C1, $135, Cilicia Sanabria 
No. 1, $135; Honduras San. No. 1, 
$3500; and Newfoundland C1, $1400. 
Other airmail items, of course, cata- 
log as much or higher but they are 
not “first issues’’ per se. 

Also to be noted is the fact that 
Great Britain has yet to issue her 
first “offieial’’ airmail stamp. This 
same doctrine also affects the many 
Crown Colonies around the world 
that have already issued thousands 
of colorful regular postal issues. Of 
the Crown Colonies only Malta and 
Newfoundland have broken tradition 
with airmail stamps. 

Other countries related to the 
British Empire in a dominion, com- 
monwealth, or mandate status issu- 
ing airmails have been limited to 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
India, South West Africa, Sudan, 
New Guinea, Papua, and Union of 
South Africa. 

In accounting for the first 40 
years of airmail adhesives it is re- 
corded that in the first decade, 1917- 
1927, 48 countries issued airmails. 
In the decade 1946-1956 24 countries 
isued their first airmails. Unless 
the British Colonies or new geo- 
graphical or political sub-divisions 
issue new airs the primary sources 
of No. Cl issues are practically 
non-existent. 

On a year date basis, no No. Cl 
issues can be found for 1923, 1954, 
1955, or 1956. In all other of the 
first 40 years C1 stamps appeared, 
with 1929 and 1938 tying for most 
prolific years with thirteen each. 
The collector whose airmail sec- 
tion needs some _ diversification 
should see how many of the first 
airmail issues of the world he has 
— most of the ones he don’t have 
can be readily found and with them 
he will have an album-history of 
the first 40 years of the air age!

penetrate security. Don’t ask any- 
thing you know should not be asked 
from a flying jet pilot serving his 
country. 

It is here that we find glorious 
souvenirs of flights and pilots who 
have made jet aviation history, such 
as jet types that never went beyond 
the first plane or two. Here also 
we find the first jets to fly the At- 
lantic in stages in 1948—the RAF 
‘Vampire III’s’’ and the USAF F- 
80’s. in the other direction. 
Across the Pacific in 1951 a, B-47 
‘Stratojet’? made news. Many read- 
ers of Linn’s may recall seeing it in 
two issues of Linn’s at that time. 
Pilots during the Korean War often 
recorded their victories over Migs 
on these flown combat jet covers.

No one seems to know what 
these covers look like, where even 
a single one is now, or what hap- 
pened to them. : 

Thus is a problem posed, and if 
any reader knows anything about 
the solution, a note from him would 
be indeed appreciated. Similarily, 
the entire organization of the Ameri- 
can Air Mail Society asks, offers 
and exchanges inférmation and as- 
sistance, in the knowledge that when 
one member profits, all profit. 

Whatever may be a given collec- 
tor’s interests in the entire airmail 
field, whatever his problem therein, 
membership in the AAMS will af- 
ford him friendship, sympathy and 
assistance in his quest. It’s been

Summerfield Urges 
Alaska FDC Mailings 


Collectors who have not as yet 
sent requests for first day covers 
of the 7c Alaska Statehood airmail 
stamp to Juneau, Alaska, are urged 
to do so immediately, Postmaster 
General Arthur E. Summerfield said 
in a recent interview. 

“The actual issuance date of this

Ireland Notes 2lst 
Year Of Constitution 


The special stamps to mark the 
21st anniversary of the coming into 
operation of the Constitution of Ire- 
land, to be issued December 29, will 
be in two denominations, 3d Rem- 
brandt brown, and 5d green. They 
will be in double size, surface print- 
ed by the Government Printing 
Press, Dublin, on paper water- 
marked with the letter ‘‘E’’. Perfo- 
rations are 15 x 14, according to the 
news release of the Eire Depart- 
ment of Posts and Telegraphs. 


The symbolical design is a reis- 
sue of the 1937 Constitution stamp. It 
shows Eire, represented as a 
young woman, seated and with her 
right hand resting on a harp, having 
just written the first words of the 
Preamble to the Constitution ‘‘In 
Ainm na Trionoide Ro-Naomhtha’”’ 
(In the Name of the Most Holy 
Trinity). The words ‘‘Bunreacht na 
hEireann”’ (Constitution of Ireland) 
appear across the bottom of the 
stamp between the figures represent- 
ing the denomination. 


First day canceling services are 
being provided, but no official FDC’s 
are offered, nor is the POD sup- 
plying or addressing covers for col- 
lectors.

Kitty Hawk, N. C. Within the short 
span of eight years, visionary men 
in the United States Post Office De- 
partment began to foresee a new 
method by which the mail could be 
transported more rapidly — by air. 

Thus, from 1911 through 1916, 
there came the ‘Pioneer Period” 
during which early fliers carried 
small quantities of first-class mail 
from temporary postal stations es- 
tablished in connection with fairs, 
carnivals and aviation meets. Many 
of the flights which were usually 
authorized by the postal authori- 
ties in Washington were assigned 
official route numbers. 

The first in this group is known 
as the Garden City. During the In- 
ternational Aviation Tournament 
held at the Airdrome on Nassau 
Blvd., Garden City, N. Y. Septem- 
ber 23-October 1, 1911, daily airmail 
flights were made from ee City 
to Mineola, Long Island, 

Postmaster General Frank H. 
Hitchcock named Earl Ovington as 
the first official airmail pilot, and 
he carried the first official airmail 
of this meet. The mailed covers 
and cards carried during each day 
of the meet, with the exception of 
September 29 and October 1, on 
which days no flights were made, 
bear a specially designed postmark, 
descriptive of the place at which 
the flight emanated. In all, 43,247 
covers and cards were carried dur- 
ing the meet. 

The current American Air Mail 
Catalogue lists nearly ninety flights 
in this pioneer group which have 
been discovered and recorded. Each 
bears either a distinctive postmark 
or cachet as an identifiable marking 
for the mail. 

Harry A. Truby of New Kensing- 
ton, Pa., is an outstanding authority 
on this "particular field of aerophi- 
lately. Others who own excellent col- 
lections of these pioneer events are 


Robert M. Murch, St. Louis, Mo.; 
Harold Dermody, Cicero, Ill.; Erik 
Hildes-Heim, Fairfield,. Conn.; and 
Thomas J. O'Sullivan, Orange, 


Conn. 

About 1918 the government began 
experimenting with the development 
of regular airmail routes for the 
carrying o. mail. Those flights made 
under the auspiccs of the Signal 
Corps oi the Army and the Post Of- 
fice Department and other federal 
bureaus which blazed the path for 
subsequent commercial airmail 
routes within the boundaries of the 
United States are known as Govern- 
mental Flight Covers. 

In this group mainly are flights 
made from 1918 through 1926, and 
also certain later government au- 
thorizec. flights not included in regu- 
lar route authorizations. 

The inauguration of the first regu- 
lar airmail route was on May 15, 
1918. It consisted of a series of first 
flights between Washington, Phila- 
delphia and New York and return. 
These flights also mark the first 
use of the 24c blue and red airmail 
stamp of the United. States. 

From 1918 thru’ 1926 experimen- 
tal flights were made to nearly all 
major cities ef the country and in 
1924 the first transcontinental route 
from New York to San Francisco 
was established. Covers flown on 
each of the over 157 various routes 
bear special markings either by spe- 
cial postmarks or cachets. 

The late Karl Weber of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., was the outstanding authority 
and historian for the Governmental 
Period. He compiled an exhaustive 
treatise on these covers which has 
been appearing in installments in 
The Airpost Journal. 

The .Post Office Department in 
1926 decided the time had arrived 
to foster further development of air- 
mail thru private enterprise and to 
contract with private operators for 
such transportation. The first con- 
tracts were let to the Ford Motor 
Co. and designated as CAM Routes 
6 and 7, over which service was in- 
augurated February 15, 1926. 
Thus was created a néw branch 
of aerophilately to be known as Unit- 
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ed States Contract Air Mail Routes

or CAM’s. Collected in this group 
are the covers carried on the first 
flight over a contract route which 
has been mapped out by the Post 
Office Department and the Federal 
Civil Aeronautics Authority. 

In most instances each cover bears 
a special cachet provided and ap- 
plied by the POD, thus making these 
covers identifiable. Literally hun- 
dreds of routes have been estab- 
lished from 1926 to the present time 
and as the airmail service contin- 
ues to spread to nearly every city in 
the country there still are new routes 
being started and new covers being 
carried which provide a documented 
historical record of the development 
of the transportation of mail by air. 

The inauguration of airmail ser- 
vice has been a major historical 
event in every city served by the 
United States airlines. One of the 
outstanding collectors of CAM cov- 
ers was the late Charles G. Riess, 
Albany, N. Y. Others are L. B. 
Gatchell, Upper Montclair, N. J.; 
Perham C. Nahl, Evanston, IIL; 
James A. McNally, Jersey City, N. 
J.; William Ware, Malden, Mo. 

The expansion in the use of the 
airplane to carry mail naturally 
resulted in the development of air- 
mail routes from the United States 
to other countries, until as we know 
now, the entire world is bound to- 
gether by air routes to every coun- 
try on the face of the earth. Those 
covers which are carried on an in- 
augural flight from the USA to any 
point outside thereof, are known as 
United States Foreign Contract Air 
Mail Routes of FAM covers. 

As previously indicated only those 
flights which are authorized by the 
POD and the Aeronautical Authority 
are considered authentic. Early es- 
tablished routes were FAM4 from 
Key West to Havana and return, 
November. 1, 1920; FAM2 Seattle to 
Victoria, Canada, October 15, 1920; 
and FAM1 New York to Montreal, 
Canada, October 1, 1928. 

In 1929 and 1930 came the begin- 
ning of the vast network of air 
routes to the West Indies, Central 
America and South America. The 
year 1935 saw the extension of our 
air routes westward across the Pa- 
cific to Guam, Manila, and Hong 
Kong. The flying of the North At- 
lantic began in 1939 and thus the 
United States, Europe and Africa 
were provided with air lanes for 
carrying the mail. 

All the first flight covers bear 
special cachets commemorating the 
establishment of these flights. A col- 
lection of such FAM covers is the 
documentary record of the expan- 
sion of our already vast system of 
air transportation of the mail. The 
record of this progress is still be- 
ing developed and expanded as is 
noted by the recent establishment of 
Jet Service by Pan American World 
Airways from New York to Paris 
and return. 

The leading authority in this coun- 
try on FAM covers is Richard L. 
Singley of Lancaster, Pa. Others 
prominent in this field are Albert N. 
Brown, San Francisco; George S. 
Chapman, El Centro, Calif.; L. Dean 
Powell, Ocean City, Md.; Basil L. 
Rowe, a PAA early pilot, Miami, 
Fla.; L. B. Gatchell; and Frank 
Blumenthal, Washington, D. C. 

The fascination and attractiveness 
of mint and used airmail stamps, of- 
ficials and semiofficials is generally 
acknowledged by the entire hobby. 
Its prominence can be attested to 
by the many top and grand awards 
which have been given to airmail 
stamp collections which have been 
assembled by Mrs. Louise S. Hoff- 
man, New York; Thomas S. Mat- 
thews, Springfield, Ohio; Dr. James 
Matejka, Jr., Chicago, Ill.; and 
many others. 

One of the newer phases of aero- 
philately is the collecting of air-let- 
ter sheets and aerograms. These 
Sheets are the result of the use of 
airgraphs and V-mail during the last 
world war. They provide the cheap- 

est form of air communication 
among the countries of the world, 
the usual fee being 10c to any place 
on the globe 

Many countries provide these air- 
letter sheets as a part of their pos- 





tal stationery. Each is franked with 





either a stamp or some marking 
stipulated by the issuing country. 
Many impressive collections of these 
aerograms have been made. Promi- 
nent are those of R. L. Singley, 
Lancaster, Pa.; L. B. Gatchell; Clay- 
ton J. Goodpastor, Auburn, Calif.; 
Emmett Peter, Leesburg, Fla.; and 
‘‘Mike’”’ Hoffman, New York City. 

In October 1931 the American Air 
Mail Society began the publication 
of the Airpost Journal, a monthly 
magazine devoted strictly to aero- 
philately. This publication has con- 
tinued each month to the present 
time. During these years, it has 
had only three editors, L. B. Gatch- 
ell, Walter J. Conrath and the pres- 
ent editor, Joseph L. Eisendrath Jr. 

Reporting just a few of the early 
interesting occurrences during this 
nearly 30 years, it is recalled that 
in 1931 the AAMS Convention was 
held in Washington, D. C. The con- 
vention picture was taken with Pres- 
ident Herbert C. Hoover. The ban- 
quet speaker was W. Irving Glover, 
Postmaster General and an early 
and real friend of the collector in 
the Post Office Department. One of 
the feature convention speakers was 
Walter Hinton, the famous Navy fli- 
er of oceanic flight fame. 

The immediate years before and 
after 1931 were a period of many 
record making long distance flights 
across the oceans, and among them 
were the Herndon-Pangborn flight 
from Japan to America, the Board- 
man-Polando flight from U.S. to Tur- 
key, the Von Gronau from Germany 
to Chicago, and the Balbo Squadron 
from Italy to South America. 

In 1932 the AAMS sponsored one 
of the early all-airmail exhibitions, 
at Cleveland, Ohio during its annual 
convention. Among the highlights of 
this exhibition were the three letters 
carried by Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh on his solo flight across the 
Atlantic, then the property of the 
son of the late Ambassador Myron 
Herrick. 

Prominent exhibits included zep- 
pelin and dirigible covers, crash cov- 
ers, airmail stamps, and Lindbergh 
covers, as well as the various other 
types of airmail collecting previous- 
ly mentioned. 

As early as 1934 the U. S. Post 
Office Department complimented the 
American Air Mail Society Conven- 
tion held in Chicago, Ill. by releas- 
ing the new 16c airmail — de- 
livery stamp on August 30, during 
the convention. 

The American Air Mail Saclay 
as early as 1935 was undertaking 
the publication of handbooks to 
serve as guides or catalogs for col- 
lectors. The 1940 edition of the Amer- 
ican Air Mail Catalogue was the 
first full scale volume covering most 
of the field of aerophilately not in- 
cluded in other catalog publications. 

Yearly supplements were  pub- 
lished, and in 1947 and in 1950 two 
new volumes appeared, the materi- 
al being so voluminous that one 
volume could no longer contain it. 
Ready for publication in late 1958 
is Volume Three which will bring 
up to date many of the sections con- 
tained in the first two volumes. 

Suffice it to add here that since 
1923 the American Air Mail Society 
has been the largest and leading or- 
ganization in the field of aerophi- 
lately. Its sole objective has been 
the protection, betterment, and 
growth of our particular field of air- 
mail stamp and cover collecting. 
Aerophilately is established as a ma- 
jor segment in the field of philate- 
ly, and its many phases provide am- 
ple opportunities for every collector.

It is just over thirty years since 

the first plane of an American air- 
line left the shores of the North 
American continent to launch an of- 
ficial, regular airmail service across 
a body of water. This flight, span- 
ning a mere 90 miles from Key West, 
Fla., to Havana, Cuba was followed 
closely by land flights to Mexican 
and Central American points not far 
from American shores and involv- 
ing relatively short hops over wa- 
-ter. 
The history of the dramatic and 
phenomenal growth of international 
airmail since those early days as 
American planes gradually pushed 
their way across the seven seas and 
around the globe can be depicted in 
no better fashion than by a collec- 
tion of first flight foreign air mail 
(FAM) covers. 

Such a collection need not be any- 
thing like complete; on the con- 
trary, a representative collection 
consisting only of ‘‘milestone’’ cov- 
ers from each route, or merely the 
major routes, adequately gives a 
vivid picture of the development of 
the FAM system. This is more so in 
view of the fact that no adequate 
history of FAM’s has ever been writ- 
ten. 

Altogether there have been 32 such 
routes flown at one time or another, 
but over the years some of them 
have been absorbed into others. A 
few withered because their functions 
were being performed by other 
routes, or because they were found 
not practicable. 

Some of them served only one 
of our territories or possessions or 
even Canada, and are for most prac- 
tical purposes. no longer considered 
‘foreign’? when served by an air- 
line whose major operations are 
purely domestic. Four route num- 
bers (11, 13, 23, 25) were, inexplica- 
bly, never assigned to any service. 
At the present time there are sev- 
en principal routes in active service, 
but this number does not include 
those to Mexico, Cuba, Canada, Alas- 
Ka, and nearby island groups which 
go no farther. It should be noted 
that an FAM route carrier must be 
an American airline—covers carried 
by foreign airlines to or from Amer- 
ican territory are not included in 
the FAM category. E 
While most collectors find it best 
to collect FAM’s by route groups 
rather than chronologically, the de- 
velopment of foreign airmail service 
has been marked by several sig- 
nificant epochs. Although the Key 
West-Havana flight in 1927 — actual- 
ly a resumption of a short-lived ex- 
perimental service in 1920 — was at- 
tended by muclr fanfare, the real 
penetration of Central and South 
America did not start until 1929. 

In the next two or three years 
most of this territory was added to 
the routes, although piecemeal. 
These routes were numbered 5, 6, 8, 
9 and 10. The next major milestone 
was the conquest of the North Pa- 
cific beginning in 1935, but it was 
not until two years later that the 
route (FAM 14) reached Hong Kong 
on the Asian mainland. It was left 
for FAM 19 to travel the South Pa- 
cific to Australia in 1940. 

Service across the Atlantic was 
started by Pan American Airways 
in 1939 (route 18) while it was not 
until after World War II that the 
other major carriers, American Ov- 
erseas Airlines and Trans World Air- 
lines, started spanning this ocean. 
In 1946 Northwest Airlines com- 
menced operations over FAM 28 via 
the Pacific and reached China and 
other Far Eastern points a year lat- 
er. The year 1947 also marked the 
joining of Pan American’s two major 
ocean routes, 14 and 18, at Calcutta 
to form the first round-the-world 
service by an American carrier. 

In the last ten years there have 
been numerous additions to existing 
routes, and while no extensive flights 
have been inaugurated, there have 
been new routes, such as the two to 
Mexico started only last year (1957). 
A few historical notes on each of 
the seven major routes now in oper- 
ation will give an insight into the 
complexity of the FAM system and 
the many interesting phases which 
will intrigue the collector of one, 
some, or all routes: 

FAM 5, Pan American Airways, 
covers all Central and eastern South 
America. This route was not quite 
the ‘‘firstest’” of the pioneer FAM’s 
but it was the ‘‘mostest’’. Unlike 
most other major routes, most for- 
eign countries on the route utilized 
it for the bulk of their mail, since 
they had no airlines of their own, 
and each inaugural produced a large 
number of covers in all directions. 
The 1929 first flight from Miami 





to Cristobal, Canal Zone was made

perusal of that section discloses an extensive picture of the development 
and expansion of this area of our airmail progress. 





by Charles A. Lindbergh, who was 
to pilot several other inaugurals on 
this and other Latin American 
routes. It took two days. 

The South American mainland was 
reached on this route a year later 
and the ‘“‘Circle’’ with route 6 (a 
southeastern path via the Caribbean 
islands) was completed at Venezue- 
la a year later. In 1946 the various 
Central and South American routes 
flown by Pan American were con- 
solidated with route 5, and today 
there is much criss-crossing between 
what used to be the separate routes. 

FAM 9, Panagra, flies from the 
Canal Zone to Argentina down the 
west coast of South America. Con- 
necting with route 5 coming from 
Miami, this route managed to carry 
mail ali the way down the coast to 
Buenos Aires within less than a year 
of its start in 1929, a considerable 
feat for this early period. 

After further extension to Uruguay 
and the addition of a few points, it 
was considered complete. It oper- 
ates today over substantially the 
same airspace as it did almost 30 
years ago. 

F.A.M. 14, Pan American, Western 
U.S. to India via the Pacific. This 
route was. serving Hawaii, Guam, 
Manila, and Hong Kong before the 
same carrier started spanning the 
Atlantic. After the war the route 
was extended to its terminus at 
Calcutta, India, where it joins with 
FAM. 18 planes arriving from east- 
ern U. S. points via Europe. 

Since route 14 flies largely over 
the Pacific, it can not compete with 
18 for the number of collectable cov- 
ers. It now includes route 19 from 
California to Australia. 

F.A.M. 18, Pan American, U.S. to 
India via the Atlantic. Probably 
more mail and passengers fly this 
route than any other in the world of 
equal length. Inaugurated just before 
the war broke out in Europe, it was 
quickly developed after the cessa- 
tion of hostilities so that it was soon 
able to join forces with route 14. 
Since that time there have been nu- 
merous first flights from the five 
eastern U. S. terminal cities to the 
various European and Asian cities 
on the route. 

Finally .came the “polar route” 
from the west coast to Europe in 
1957. American Overseas Airlines’ 
route 24 was absorbed into the 18 
system in 1950 after five years’ oper- 
ations. 

F.A.M. 27, Trans World Airlines, 
U. S. to Europe and Asia. This route 
was developed from a comparative- 
ly short service to Egypt (with five 
stops) in 1946 to a comprehensive 
trans-European and Asian service 
stretching all the way to Manila in 
the Philippines this year. 

Collectable items from this route 
are legion, due to the large number 
of cities served not only abroad, 
but also in the U. S. where eight cit- 
ies have dispatched mail. TWA is 
the only U.S. carrier to serve most 
of North Africa, and is one of two 
using the “polar route’ from our. 
west coast ot Europe. 

F.A.M. 28, ‘Northwest Airlines, 
western U. S. to Far East. When 
this route was launched in 1946 with 
service to Alaska, its importance 
in trans-Pacific aviation could not 
have been foreseen. Eventually the 
route reached Manila and the Chi- 
nese mainland, Korea, Japan, Oki- 
nawa, and Formosa. Changes had to 
be made to adjust to the fall of 
Shanghai to the Chinese Reds and 
to the vagaries of the war in Korea. 

It is now the shortest route to Ja- 
pan, flying over the short Great 
Circle route. Covers from the Korea 
and Okinawa inaugurals are among 
the most interesting and scarcest of 
all FAM’s. : 

FAM 34, Braniff Airways, South- 
ern U. S. to South America. Bran- 
iff, a domestic carrier since 1928, 
entered the FAM field in 1947 with 
a far-flung route starting at Hous- 
ton and now extending as far as 
Buenos Aires. At first only half of 
the route was serviced; later it was 
pushed south to La Paz, Bolivia, 
and then to Rio de Janiero. 

Finally in 1950 it branched off to 
the alternate terminal of Buenos 
Aires. At present most of its flights 
start at Miami where passengers 
and mail arrive from the North in 
planes operated by Eastern Airlines. 
Bogota in Colombia was inaugurated 
in 1957 as a terminal for some 
flights. 

One of the chief fascinations of 
FAM collecting, it should be obvious 
from the above summaries of the 
various routes, is the amount of geo- 
graphical exploration the collector 





can and must do in his Atlas in or- 
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and future flights intelligently. While 
most airline schedules contain maps 
showing their services, many collec- 
tors prepare their own. 

It adds immeasurably to their val- 
ue and interest if they show the 
growth and progress of each route. 
And to illustraté each route map 
with a selection of first flight covers, 
with their colorful American and 
foreign stamps and cachets, as well 
as their various postmarks on both 
front and back, lends an air of real- 
ity and authenticity to the entire col- 
lection. 

Yes, there is plenty of drama in 
collecting first flight covers. Basical- 
ly it is a first-hand course in the his- 
tory of the development of our air- 
line system across the world’s oce- 
ans and continents. While the col- 
lector is extremely lucky who has 
been able to send his own covers 
as the FAM routes have been gradu- 
ally extended farther and farther 
from American shores, the novice 
starting out now is still in an ex- 
cellent position to build up an at- 
tractive and representative collec- 
tion of covers illustrating all the 
principle segments as they were 
added to each of the main FAM 
routes. 


Such covers are usually fairly 
common and can be secured at 
low prices through auction sales and 
similar sources, or by trading other 
types of philatelic material. Most of 
the leading items those with 
cachets and well publicized in ad- 
vance of the first flight — are avail- 
able at relatively low cot. 

It is still true that many FAM 
covers have no cachets because the 
flights were made unannounced or 
on very short notice, or because 
point-to-point coverage is often con- 
sidered of little importance to col- 
lectors. These covers are usually 
relatively rare, lack the dramatic 
interest of their more common ca- 
cheted fellows, and are sought after 
only by true specialists. They do, 
nevertheless, demonstrate the per- 
sistent progress toward complete 
air service on a particular route. 

As for the future, there is still 
plenty of life left in the old gal 


“FAM collecting’. Most of the terri- |- 


tory behind the Iron Curtain has 
not yet been reached by U. S. air- 
lines and, one way or another, soon- 
er or later, will be. There are a 
number of large cities and countries 
in the various parts of the free world 
which have not yet been serviced. 
For some of these the airlines al- 
ready have authorization but have

almost a ‘‘must’’. 

It was in November 1941 that a 
group of airpost collectors from 
the New York City area met at a 
New York YMCA and laid out the 
plans for an airmail cover club. 
Much work and time went into lay- 
ing the groundwork and in June 
1942 the Metropolitan Air-Mail 
Cover Club held its first meeting. 
Seventeen years have passed 
since the group was organized and 
the two men largely responsible for 
planning the organization are still 
present and taking an active role. 
G. Kaufmann is presently serving 
on the board of governors and Gus 
F. Lancaster is corresponding sec- 
retary. 

By July 1, 1942 the club had 26 

charter members enrolled, many 
of whom are still active members. 
Since then the Metropolitan Air- 
Mail Cover Club has continued to 
grow and the membership number 
is now over the 500 mark. 
This is an active airmail cover 
club. The dues are small, only $1 
per year. A monthly bulletin is 
printed and sent to all members, 
who are also entitled to place free 
exchange ads in the bulletin on a 
space available basis. The MACC 
publishes a membership directory 
of all members together with their 
airpost collecting specialties. 

Under the guidance of Harry 
Levine and Gus F. Lancaster, auc- 
tions are held regularly. Not only 
are members able to obtain covers 
and stamps for their collections, but 
at the same time a percentage of 
the proceeds goes into the treasury 
to be used for the benefit of the 


S. Goldsticker Jr. 


Members are also able to dispose 
of covers and stamps in club auc- 
tions. (It may be mentioned that 
Messrs. Levine and Lancaster are 
doing an excellent job at co-editors 
of the ‘“MACC Bulletin’). 

At the July 1958 American Air 
Mail Society Convention in Phila- 
delphia, MACC President Samuel 
received the 
Charter from AAMS President John 
J. Smith, designating the Metro- 
politan Air-Mail Cover Club as 
Chapter No. 31 of the American 
Air Mail Society. Thus the ‘‘New 
York Chapter’’ of the AAMS came 
into being. This now makes it pos- 
sible for all AAMS members when 
visiting New York to drop in at a 
Chapter meeting and visit with 
their fellow members. 

The present officers of the Metro- 
politan Air-Mail Cover Club include 
Samuel S. Goldsticker, Jr., presi- 
dent; Louis Fischbach and Robert 
E. Harring, vice presidents; Harold 
J. Frankel, treasurer; Harry Le- 
vine, recording secretary, and Gus 
F. Lancaster, corresponding secre- 
tary. 

Meetings are held at 8 p.m. the 
2nd Friday of every month at 226 
W. 42 Street, fifth floor of the Hap- 
piness Exchange Bldg., New York 
City. This location is in the heart 
of New York City and easily reach- 
ed by car, bus, train, or plane.

_ Brief History Of The 
American Air Mail Society 


John J. Smith 


The American Air Mail Society was founded in 1923 by Maj. Joseph 
A. Steinmetz, George W. Angers and Harry A. Truby — just 12 years 
after the first official U. S. Airmail Flight, September 23, 1911. It had 
not taken long for collectors to realize, with the up and coming: “‘air 
age’’, that an organization was needed. 

Actually, the very first airmail group was organized in 1913 but 
the outbreak of World War I caused this first ‘‘Aero Mail Club’’ to dis- 
band before it had a chance to develop to any great extent. 

The American Air Mail Society was originally organized under the 
name of ‘‘The Aero Philatelic Society of America’’ on August 10, 1923 
in Philadelphia. Its prime objective was ‘‘to promote interest in aero- 
philately’’. Every society must have a publication and this job went 
to George W. Angers who published the first issue of ‘‘Aero-Newsletter’’, 
a mimeographed affair, on November 9, 1923. At that time there was 
a membership of 21! 

In the years since 1923 the AAMS (official name since 1926):has 
contributed much in the field of aerophilately. Our own monthly maga- 
zine, “‘THE AIRPOST JOURNAL”, was first published by the society 
in 1931. Each issue covers the entire field of aerophilately. The APJ 
is presently under the editorship of Joseph L. Eisendrath, Jr., of High- 
land Park, IIl. 

The American Air Mail Society is proud of its publication program. 
Airmail stamps have long been adequately covered by the several com- 
mercial catalogs in the field, but the publication of a comprehensive 
catalog of airpost covers was needed to record the development of the 
airmail services. Consequently, the American Air Mail Catalogue was 
first published in 1939. 

With the fast developing airmail services after World War II a 
second edition was needed. The first volume of 600 pages was pub- 
lished in 1947 and the second of 600 was released in 1950. The third 
volume of this set is now ready for publication and will list the material 
which has appeared since the publication of the first two. 

Shortly after the end of World War II considerable interest developed 
in the field of air-letter sheets. As a result the society has published 
several editions of its Air Letter Sheet Catalogue which is accepted as the 
standard in this field. A new edition is in prospect and consideration 
is being given to the publication of a catalog covering the entire field of 
aero-postal stationery — envelopes, postal cards and aerograms. 

One of the outstanding operations of the American Air Mail Society 
is the Advance Bulletin Service. Its purpose is to provide collectors 
with information which will permit them to prepare their own covers 
for various flights. 

The society maintains a sales department through which members 
may buy or sell stamps or covers. Also, each member has the privilege 
of placing two ads, without charge, in The Airpost Journal in which he 
may list his wants or offer his duplicates in exchange. About twice a 
year an airpost auction is conducted. 

AMS has always endeavored to cooperate with all postal authori- 
ties, both United States and foreign, to bring about a better understand- 
ing between the post office and the collector. The society has been 
honored on numerous occasions by first day stamp releases during its 
conventions, by the post office departments of the U. S., Cuba and the 
United Nations. Of course, aerophilately is a specialty and as such all 
collectors would not necessarily be interested in the AAMS. But most 
collectors, somewhere in their holdings have some airmail material. 
Airpost collecting can be a fascinating and rewarding phase of philately. 
Our society, to be able to continue to serve philately, must expand 
and grow. The methods by which philatelic organizations can reach 
collectors are limited and the AAMS is indeed fortunate to be able to 
reach so many collectors at this time through the kindness of Linn’s in 
making this special American Air Mail Society issue possible. Perhaps 
this ‘issue has aroused your concern and you are interested in becoming 
a member. If so, write Mrs. Ruth T. Smith, secretary-treasurer, Fern- 
dale and Emerson Sts., Philadelphia 11, Pa. Any collector joining as 
a result of this special Linn’s issue will receive with our compliments 
a first day of the 4c UN airmail postal card and an FDC of the 4c UN 
airmail stamp.

On East German Set 


East Germany issued a set of two 
stamps on December 2 to mark the 
return of various art treasures 
which had been taken away by the 
Soviets during World War II. The 
10 pfennigs green and black shows 
a girl’s head from a fifth century 
B. C. bas relief on a grave marker 
while the 20pf. red and black depicts 
a giant’s head from the Pergamon 
frieze.

The designs were by Prof. Klaus 
Wittkugel of Berlin, with printing on 
DDR and Quatrefoils wmk paper 
by the Deutsche Wertpapierdruck- 
erei, Leipzig. Official first day cov- 
ers show a segment of an ancient 
Greek bas relief. 

Human Rights Day, December 
10, brought a 10pf. green and black 
showing a European and a Negro 
young man, and a 25pf. blue and 
black with two young women, one 
European, the other Chinese. These 
were designed by Gerhard Stauf, 
Leipzig, and printed as the earier 
set. There were no first day can- 
cellations for the UN stamps, how- 
ever.

nirs for VIP passengers and the 
like. Of course, it- can be said that 
most have the collector’s desire at 
heart. 

All of the items at the various 
points of the flight are of course 
worth collecting. Philatelists should 
be awake at all times to obtain the 
best, and we recommend a map 
(some lines furnish this material 
gratis). When a new route is made 
known find out the fuel stops, pick 
up points, and other pertinent data. 

Operate as a military command— 
make a sketch of the run; find the 
distances and important cities. Send 
a few envelopes to the postmasters 
at the fuel stops (for example, An- 
chorage on the polar runs). Request 
the PM that should any mail be 
picked up to submit your enclosed 
franked item. The postmaster may 
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these people to post items for you. 

In many cases an explanation as 
to first flights must be given but 
once this is done the road is easy. 
Further, we can report than many 
nations even in South East Asia to 
day have many first flight collec- 
tors. The field is growing day by 
day. 

We must not forget that many 
dealers have material at fair prices. 
Check the ads in Linn’s for some 
of the better dealers who advertise 
this material. Several are located 
in foreign lands. Several airlines pro- 
duce artistic FF envelopes which 
they service at cost. Lines such as 
BOAC and BEA to mention a few 
are known to do much along this 
line. 

When you read that a Mr. So- 
and-so is to fly solo from one city 
to another part of the world, jot the 
chap a note and inclose a stamped 
envelope. It may go into the circular . 
file (basket) — or you may get the 
thrill of having a rare cover eventu- 
ally returned to you. ; 

Special flights to commemorate 
events (Airmail Week, Royal Visits, 
Olympic flights) are wide and va- 
ried in scope. In many instances 
the quantities are unknown and ae 
lack back stamps, but they are wort 
collecting if you do not place too 
much value on them from a materi- 
al sense. 

Covers posted on a “rocket take 
off” date or the date a sputnik 
takes to the air have the same status 
as a cover carried in a baby buggy 
on the way to the mail box. They 
are in this writer’s opinion taboo. 
Of course a reader may take any 
bit of mail which by coincidence 
is postmarked on the date of a flight 
or historical event and paste a pic- 
ture on the envelope as a cachet to 
have it for a historical memento. 
But, the gem in rockets and sput- 
niks lies with material actually 
FLOWN on this type of craft. 

The question most often asked per- 
tains to the material value of the 
flight item. Remember the franking * 
which we previously emphasized. 
The color of the cachet in early 
U.S. items is important, for many 
dispatches had various colors. The 
number of impressions on each col- 
or determines much the value of 
some of this material. 

Some early FAM’s depend on 
color of the cachets for added val- 
ue. The dispatch city, quality of the 
envelope, condition, and franking 
all enter into the calculation. Some 
covers are graced by the autographs 
of famous pilots which add to the val- 
ue. Others have their value enhanced 
by such markings as ‘Delayed by 
Storm”, ‘‘Crashed on take-off’, wa- 
ter stains or charred edges indic- 
ative of the ways and woes of ear- 
ly airmail transportation media. 

_We must say to collect for fun, 
history or geography. Through first 
flights a true education may be ob- 
tained. There are many lines In the 
world. Some are unknown to many 
folks in the U. S. 

Take a trip to your library to 
check on some of these minor lines 
operating in remote sections of the 
globe. Of course watch ‘‘Internation- © 
al Adventure” in Linn’s for we try 
to keep our readers well posted on 
these small lines. 

Aerophilately also includes the 
zepps, balloons, _ helicopters, 
and gliders. The field takes in races, 
air-letter sheets, airmail stationery 
of all sorts, airmail stamps, and 





return it, or you may never hear 
about it — but, should the item be | 
flown you would have a gem. 

Most collectors follow the instruc- | 
tions announced in the press, and 
they do not always give the com- 
plete facts. 

First flights are cataloged simply 
by the number of pieces flown, with 
each dispatch city having a value 
of its own. The city which receives 
but a few letters to be picked up 
will produce the scarcest item. Yes, 
the old supply and demand law 
comes into play, so start your own 
flight flanking operation with a good 
map and use it as your Bible. 
Some readers desire foreign inter- 
nal flights (Japan, Australia and 
others). To obtain this material one 
must possess a. pen-pal or perhaps 
join a group in the particular area 
which interests the collector. Ask 





first days of airmail issues. It is 
one of the fastest moving fields; 
even the topicalist today collects pi- 
lots on stamps and airplanes: on 
stamps. We feel that no country 
can truly be completed unless at 
least a few first flight or flown cov- 
ers are located within the collec- 
tion. 

The next fifty vears will see space 
craft taking to the orbits while our 
old ‘‘Prop” driven FF covers will 
be the ‘ancient history’ of the air- 
mail field. Therefore to anyone now 
reading this article who just doesn’t 
know which branch of collecting to 
enter we highly recommend this in- 
teresting field. 

It is more of a challenge than an 
expense. A few cents can bring some 
most interesting material — look up 
to the skies — take a trip via first 
flight covers and become a true part ~ 
of the jet age.
